WASHINGTON, July 29.—Ever since the 


National Quarantine act was passed ill 1878, 
the Treasury Department has hail power to 
restrict or piohibit the importation of rags 
ti'liunovoi the Secretary of the Treasury 
thought such restriction requisite to tho 
good healthof the country.' Tho Secretary of 
tlio Treasury lias exorcised this power in 
every epidemic year, so as to prohibit 
impoitatlons from infected districts. This 
year the terms of his order are broad 
enough to s!mt out all ruga suspected of be- 
mq infected. The prolribition includes a 
large chiss of rags, and therefore embar- 
rasses tho paper trade to a very consider- 
able extent Every year the more influ- 
ential paper stock manufacturers using rags 
h.ivc eudeavoied tosecuio tlie modilieatioB 
orabiogatiou of the order of exclusion. 
Every year the Secretary of the Treasury has 
refused to modify tho order until it was per- 
fectly safe to do so. lie will have to pass 
upou;tiie same (juestion soon, and he will 
pass upon it the same as he Iras always 
done. 
Last year it was suggested by one 


of the most pi eminent p \por-mauuf.aetui- 
ing films that it would be willina to estab- 
lish a depot in Egypt for disinfecting its 
rags ii tliat would insure their admission 
on this side. This proposition was satis- 
factoiy to the Tie.isury Department, which 
stipulated that the 
disinfecting process

ing its rags. ThU year it hoped to utilize 
the piocosa, but Consiess abolUhoJ the of- 
lico of ConsiiKloiiural tu Eirypt and so the 
State liepartuicut has no representative 
there to certify that the disinfection had 
been properly made. The rags of tlil.i firm 
are therefore excluded with ttw real. 'It is 
entirely iKBMble tliat if the piper manu- 
facturers and im|»rtei3 would offer to dis- 
infect tlie lags at quarantine in this coun- 
try that the Treasury Department would 
consider tho proposition favorably.
